Calls for $20,000 to be cancelled tomorrow 
have been issued. Nearly $4,500,000 in gold 
coin was paid into the clearing house today 
in settlement of balances.

Washington, September 19.—After the rou- 
tine of the morning in the senate, Mr. Squire, 
republican, of Washington, gave notice of a 
substitute which he intended to offer for 
the bill to repeal the silver purchase act, 
and it was read in full. It provides that 
the owners of silver bullion may deposit it 
at any mint to be turned into standard silver 
of the present weight and fineness, for his 
benefit. He is to be paid, however, only 
such a number of standard silver dollars as 
may equal the commercial value of the silver 
bullion. The difference between the nomi- 
nal and coined silver of the silver bullion 
retained by the government 4s seig: 
niorage. The coinage ef silver dollars is 
not to exceed $4,000,000 a month, and the 
total not to exceed $200,000,000.

These names are unofficial and are secured 
from a personal canvass of Brunswick. 
No member of the board has divulged these 
names. lJ do not give them in defiance of 
anybody although it may be so considered. 
I have been threatened with punishment if 
I wire these names without authority from 
the board. ‘The list is absolutely correct 
and does not include any suspects or names 
of any people sick without other com- 
plaints. No official report is more complete 
than this. The health board claims to have 
the law on its side in demanding that the 
names be suppressed, and say ‘they will en- 
force the law. If any effort is made to 
enforce that law, I have been proffered as- 
sistance in the way of ample bond by re- 
sponsible men. 1 believe it my duty to pub- 
lish these names. ‘The public demand them 
and have a right to know. The health 
board is wrong is suppressing these names, 

O. W. Cole, manager of the Brunswick 
Ice Company, has been reported sick on 
the street but a complete dimgnosis late to- 
night by Drs. Butts, Murray and Faget, 
does not authorize the announcement of 
his case as yellow fever, and this is sent 
to stop the false report. 

Obligations to the Press. 

The health boar@é met at noon today in 
executive session. Press correspondents 
were admitted under the proviso that they 
would not divulge the names of the sick. 
The routine report of the physicians shows 
that about ten sick persons are being 
watched as suspects but the cases have not 
developed sufficiently to tell exactly what 
they are, and no deflnite report was made 
on thei. 

Colonel Goodyear introduced two resolu 
tions, one of which settles the much mooted 
question in regard to the people spending 
the nights on St. Simon’s island. The 
other concerned newspaper men, and is 
the action of a generous hearted man, and 
one who always appreciates newspaper men. 
Both resolutions were unanimously passed. 
They are as tollows: 

Resolved, That this board of Health, after 
a full discussion with Surgeon Murray, of the 
marine hospital service in charge, advises 
the people on St. Simon's island that it is 
not deemed dangerous by Dr. Murray, or this 
board, for daily communication to be main- 
tained by boat between 9 o'clock a. m. and 
4 o'clock p. m. of each day, and that it is 
safe for business men to make daily trips to 
the island between those hours. 

Resolved further, That this board extends 
its earnest thauks to the press of the entire 
state for its aid and generous reports of the 
ajd conditions exhisting here, and especiacly 
to Mr. Wrench, of The Times-Advertiser, 
whe has under great disadvantage, at much 
peril to himself, kept his paper running and 
given us an organ, and also to Mr. ©. W. 
Deming, special correspondent of The Atlanta 
Constitut§n, who bas never had the yellow 
fever, but has steadily stayed at his post and 
sent out very full and fair reports, as well as 
to Mr. Thompson, the representative of The 
Atlanta Journal, for his valuable services in 
the same direction, and to Mr. L. C. Bodet, 
the correspondent of The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat, who has not only been active: in 
the same line, but has acted as secretary 
of the relief assdciation and of this board, 
and wherever he could be of service. 

It’s a Grave Mistake. 

In regard to the ezar-like manner the 
health board has adopted to conceal the 
names the correspondent has this to say: 
Personally the members of the board and 
the correspondent are the best of friends. 


‘Officially there is no serious disagreement. 


The correspondent had in his possession 
and could furnish at a moment's notice the 
name of every person sick with rvellow fever 
witin the boundary’ limits. This informa- 
tion has been in my- possession every day 
since. the first case was announced. When 
the board made its arbitrary rule I was 
not excluded from their meetings, but was 
admitted after giving my word and honor 
not to break their rules. Though protest- 
ing against this rule, 1 abided by it, but 
I fee! at liberty to reply, and will reply to 
any private telegrams from people away 
from Brunswick desiring information about 
any particular person here they may be 
interested in. 
A Contradictory Excuse. 

The action of the health board in con- 
cealing names is considered an outrage 
here and abroad, but they are conscien- 
tious in their actions, and are erring with- 
out realizing the agony and suspense they 
are creating. Their defense, as stated at 
the Doard meeting, is that those who are 
now sick are in such a favorable condition 
and are such a class of people as to not 
matter much whether their names are 
given, and they argue that the publication 
of the names would create too much ex- 
eitement here and abroad among the peo- 
ple who live near 
officials with 


exhausted, the mortality is expected to be 
sitll Drs. Murray, Geddings, Faget, 
DeSaussure and all the local physicians 
suy the signs are favorable, and when they 
set the nurses organized they expect to 
handle the epidemie without losing many 
patients. Dr. Murray says he would like 
for any young physicians, under twenty- 
five years of age, who have never had.the 
fever, to come down and catch it, as they 
will be immuned and. ready for service 
anywhere when needed. Dr. Murray says 
if any come he will cure them quickly. He 
treats yellow fever lightly, and says this 
is not near as hard to handle as other less 
dreaded The general opinion of 
the surgeons is against volunteer nurses. 
They can get all they want from regular 
bureaus and need no volunteers. No cloth- 
ing will be allowed to leave Brunswick 
Without fumigation, and a car has been 
arranged for that purpose by Surgeon Ged- 
dings. The census of the city has been 
nearly completed, and arrangements are 
perfected to handle the epidemie without 
much trouble. Surgeon Murray is a strict 
disciplinarian and is doiig splendid work. 

Everything Closing Except Drug Stores. 

A case was reported today of a child in 
the home of a patient already sick. The 
chill contracted the disease by _ being 
around the other patient. 

Colonel G,oodyear, of the board of health, 
when told of the intense dissatisfaction 
over withholding the names of the sick, 
said that those who are dissatisfied can 
eome back to Brunswick if they liked and 
help ecnre for the invalfits: that the board 
for what the members thought 
best, and would. continue without regard 
to outside criticisms.

From the statements of those who are 
mentioned on the police court docket as 
witnesses, the following tale of Senator 
Irby’s adventures is obtained. After being 
assisted from the sleeper by the porter, 
who, it is stated, also showed signs of hav- 
ing looked upon the jag water when it was 
red, Senator Irby pushed through the ladies’ 
waiting room, and, jerking a pistol from 
his hip pocket, caused consternation among 
the hackmen who promptly took to cover. 

Called on the Governor. 

The porter assisted him into the carriage 
of an unwilling hackman, and the senator 
gave orders to be driven to the executive 
mansion at once. Though pretty well 
frightened, the hackman complied, taking 
him along frequented streets. The senator 
is said to have presented a very comical 
picture, as he lay there with his legs thrown 
across the front seat and the rest of his 
body jumbled up on the edge of the front 
seat. The hackman says Colonel Irby had 
his pistol drawn on him most of the way 
until he went to sleep. He states -that 
when the senator was met at the door of 
the governor’s mansion, Colonel Irby stum- 
bled out with the remark: 7 

“We are ruined, I’ve come to bring you 
bad news.”’ 

This interesting secret of possible disaster 
to the reform cause of South Carolina is, 
for the present, lost to the world by. rea- 
sons of the fact that the frightened hack- 
man valued on absence of body on that 
particular occasion more than he did a 
presence of mind. 

Afraid He Would Be Shot. 

“T never stayed to hear what the bad 
news was,” said he. “I drove out of there 
as fast as I could. I was afraid all along 
he was going to shoot me.” 

What went on at the mansion is un- 
known, as Governor Tillman declined to 
have anything to say about the matter. 
The affair began to get noised about the 
city and called for an investigation by the 
chief of police, but the bird had flown whefi 
the officers made their appearance. Accom- 
pamied by Governor Tillman and a servant, 
Senator Irby was taken to the depot and 
placed on a train bound for Laurens, his 
home. Before leaving the servant was dis- 
patched for a bottle of dispensary liquor. 
Charges were preferred against Senator 
Irby by Policeman E. J. Jones, whose 
statement is as follows: “I was informed 
this morning that Senator Irby arrived 
in this city under the influence of liquor; that 
he thrust a pistol in the face of a negro 
hackman and then at another; that he was 
taken to the house of a friend in that con- 
dition. Ag he arrived at the hour at which 
the police are relieved, no officer happened 
to be at the depot, but I have the names of 
four reliable witnesses, two whites and two 
colored, and as soon as Senator Irby re- 
turns, he will be arrested for the offense. 
He left on the 11 o’clock train for his home 
in Laurens, or he would have been ar- 
rested this morning.” 

Guessing at the Secret, 

The “bad news” which brought Senator 
Irby from Washington and which is proba- 
bly responsible for the condition in which 
he eame, is thought to be the confirmation 
by the senate in executive session  yes- 
terday of R. W. Harris and Josiah Doar, 
as postmasters at Union and Georgetown. 
Colonel Irby had sworn that Harris should 
not get the position because he voted for 
Qleveland at the Chicago convention, and 
that Doar should be defeated because he 
deserted the Tillmanites. It appears that 
Irby was turned down by his own commit- 
tee on postoffices and postroads, of which 
he is chairman.

MR. JUSTICE HORNBLOWER. 


Mr. Cleveland Fills the Vacancyon the Su- 
preme Bench and Causes Some Chagrin. 
Washington, September 19.—The president 

today nominated William B, Hornblower, of 

New York, to be associate justice of the su- 

preme court of the United States, vice Blatch- 

ford. deceased, and James J. Van Allen, of 
hode Island, to be ambassador extraordinary 
and plentpotentiary to Italy. Judge Horn- 
blower is a prominent and widely known New 

York lawyer who bas for many years had a 

very large practice before the supreme couri 

of which he will seen become a member. 

Senator McPherson, who knows him person- 

ally, says be is a man of strong mind and of 

great judicial attainments, with a natural 
aptitude for constitutional subjects. He 
comes of a family of jurists, his father having 
been the late’ chief justice of New Jersey, 
while his grandfather was a leading practi- 
tioner at the bars of his day. Mr. Horn- 
blower was for a niinder of years the law 
partner of ex-Governor Chamberlain, of South 

Carolina, and is a relative by marriage of the 

late Justice Bradley, who Married a Miss 

Hornblower. In +@#ture, Mr. Hornblower 

is small, reminding one very much of the 

present chief justice of the supeme court.

“Eight persons it known positive- 
ly are dead, with a probability of three 
more victims still buried under the wreck- 
age. A score of others are more or less 
severely injured, a number of them it is

The first section stopped at a water 
tank and here accounts differ as to the 
cause of the accident, One is that no flag- 
man went back from the first section. 
Another is that a flagman went back and 
did his duty properly but that the engineer 
of the second section was asleep and the 
fireman was feeding his furnaces. Both, 
however, discovered the train in front of 
them in time to jump and escape without 
serious injury. 

The track is straight for three miles at 
the place where the accident occurred. 
The flagman has disappeared. The rear 
cars of the first section were the Ohio and 
Mississsippi sleepers and two chair cars 
all fairly well filled with passengers. The 
collision reduced the rear car to a shapeless 
mass of splintered timbers and twisted 
iron. The wreck of the rear ear wae 
thrown high in the air, falling baek on the 
engine. The terrible impact forced the for- 
ward sleeper into the rear end of thé day 
coach just ahead. This coach was filled 
with sleeping passengers and the scene 
which ensued was one of almost infinite 
horror. The engine plowed its dreadful 
way literally through the bodies of sleeping 
men and women, Blood besmeared the iron 
and wood of the shattered cars and in the 
darkness the awful screams of the injure] 
and dying mingled with the hiss of the 
steam from the torn and twisted boiler. 

The passengers in the rear car escaped 
with nothing more than a severe shaking 
up. Many of them dressed and hurried 
forward to assist in the work of rescuing 
the unfortunates who were still pinioned 
in the wreck. 

The crash of the collision was plainly 
heard in Manteno and in a few minutes 
the residents of that village were upon the 
scene in force. 

Houses near the spot were _ hastily 
thrown open and each became an impro 
vised hospital. Local surgeons from this 
city were hastily summoned and several 
of them, together with other residents of 
IXankakee hastened to Manteno. The ar- 
rivals were timely, and their efforts were 
much appreciated by the terror-stricken 
passengers, many of whom, otherwise unin- 
jured, were suffering from the suddenness 
of the shock and going about wringing 
their hands and crying hysterically.

JOHN BRASWELL'S TRAGIC END 


His Wifé Keeping Iate Watch, Heard the 
Team Approach—Their Son’s Ghastly 
Discovery—No Clue to the Assassin. 


~~ 

Macon, Ga., September 19.—(Special.)— 
A horrible murder was porpetrated last 
night on the Columbus road, a few miles 
from Macon,’and Mr. John Braswell, a 
well-known farmer and respected min, 
was the victim. Mr. Braswell had been 
to the city yesterday to make a sale of 
wood, and buy some goods. (on Saturday 
he came to town and sold some cotton. Ex- 
actly at what hour last night the murder 
Was perpetrated is not known. It hap- 
pened about seven miles from the city, and 
within three miles of the dead man’s home. 
The @eed was evidently comitted by some 
One who did it for robbery, supposing that 
Braswell had considerable money on his 
person. In his pocket after death were 
found several cotton receipts. 

Braswell was first clubbed into insensi- 
bility while sitting in his wagon. His 
skull was crushed in by the blows. His 
throat Was cut from ear to ear, there being 
three deep gashes across the throat. His 
pockets were robbed of their contents, and 
all the goods that he had purchased in town 
were taken from his wagon and carried off. 

Braswell was left dead, sitting in his 
“wagon against the back of the vehicte. 

The mules which were hitched to the 
Wagon continued along the road with their 
, dead freight, and went direct to the home 
of the murdered man. Mrs. Braswell 
heard the team when it approached, about 
11 o’clock jast night, and awakened her son 
@® go out and help his father unhitch the 
team and unload. To the son’s horror, he 
found his murdered father in the wagon and 
covered with blood. ) 

The coroner held an inquest, but at this 
Writing no clue to the murderer has been 
found. Footsteps, thought to be those of 
@ negro, were seen at the place where the 
murder was committed. Blood streams 
stained the road for some distance from the 
* gpot where Braswell met his terrible death. 

z Four Negrves Arrested. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury was 
that the deceased came to his death at 
the hands of unknown parties. Tour ne- 
groes have been arrested on suspicion of 
having committed the murder. Three of 
them are Boston Matthews and two Trout- 
man brethers. They deny having had any 
tonnection with the crime. There is no pos- 
ttive evidence that they had anything to do 
with it. Blood wasfound on the jack- 
knife of Matthews, but he says it got there 
‘from skinning a rabbit yesterday. Foot- 
stps around the place where Braswell was 
killed correspond to those of the negroes 
arrested The quartet are in jail. Besides 
having his skull crushed and throat cut, 
Braswell was shot in the head with a load 
of slugs. The coroner has in his possession 
one of the slugs that was taken out of 
‘ Braswell’s head. 


KILLED A BAD MAN, 


Jerry Rivers Drew a Spade on the Deputy 
f and Was Shot.

Rivers was wanted in Lafayette, Ala., for 
(carrying concealed weapons, and W. L. 
Y Lyons was yesterday deputized by Sheriff 
’ McLendon, of Chambers county, to serve a 

warrant on him. 

Lyons came upon Rivers this morning 
while the latter was at work at the brick- 
yard, and, in the name of the law, demand- 
ed him to surrender. This the negro re- 
fused to do and immediately elevating the 
epade he held in his hands, he took position 
as if to offer violent resistence. 

Knowing the man to be a dangerous char- 
acter, Lyons pulled the trigger of his Win- 
chester rifle and emptied its contents into 
the negro’s side. The bullet entet®d near 
the left thigh and passed through the body. 
Medica] aid was summoned, but Rivers died 
before the doctor could reach him. Lyons 
telegraphed Sheriff McLendon and after- 
wards surrendered himself to M. L. Am- 
monds, the marshal of Lanett. It is un- 
derstood that he will enter a plea of self- 
defense. W. L. Lyons is the son of W. 

~H. Lyons, of Guntersville, Ala. 

The dead man, Jerry Rivers, was a noto- 
rious character. He had figured in a num-

He wished to emphasize the fact that 
eloture rule once prevailed in the senate and 
had been deliberately abandoned, and that in 
abandoning it, the senate had placed its 
government on the sense of propriety, the 
patriotism and the regard for the public in- 
terest of every senator, and of the senate 
itself with the certainty that no senator 
would be found to abuse the —- of the 
senate or to outrage the public business or the 
public duty. 

For eighty-seven years that condition of 
things had existed. From 1806 to the present 
time the senate had nroceeded under rules, 
might he say, of self-respect. of high pro- 
priety, not to speak of senatortal courtesy or 
senatorial dignity but of American manhood, 
of a sense of fairness to the public, a sense of 
decency to itself. enjoying a!l the rights 
guaranteed to it oa constitution—freedom 
of liberty, of discussion. without the abnse of 
freedom of debate or of Ifberty of discussion. 

Personal Criticism Defied. 


For he continued, when a question has 
been discussed legitimately and fairly, debate 
after that is not an enjoyment of freedom of 
discussion, but is a resort to obstructive 
measures. F eighty-seven years, he _ re- 
peated, the dhate had been a law sufficient 
unto itself. That was a mighty credit to the 
body. It had never been found wanting 
either in peace or in war. So that in his 
judgment the criticism of a certain class fell, 
and would fall from the senate as they fell 
from him. 

So far as personal criticism of himself was 
concerned he might as well embrace the 
present opportunity as another to say that 
they were met with absolute and stern de- 
fiance, 

Mr. Voorhees, then alluding to he resis- 
tence which democratic senafors, under the 
leadership of Mr. Gorman, had made to the 
ferce bill asked whether it was claimed that 
that dill had been dehated to death? It had 
rot been he said. It had heen amply de- 
hated, from the 24 of December, 1890, to the 
22d of Jannary. 1891 a period of fifty davs, 
during thirty-one of which it had been under 
discussion. And what. he asked. became of 
that bill? A vote had pecQ taken on dis- 
Placing it by taking np the anportionment 
Hil, and the force bill was displaced un- 
horsed, defeated by a majority vote. under the 
law of the mafority. under the great mafestic 
law whien governs all liberty-loving people. 
The foaree bill had thue dfed. Tt had not 
heen talked to death. It had heen voted to 
death. That was all that he asked for the 
pending measure. If there was power in the 
nresent onposition te vote down the reneal 
Dill he asked that that power should be exer- 
cised. He was ready to embrace its fate. 
whatever it might be, and his own with It. 
But he appealed to senators to come to a vote. 
Action, he said, had to come and senators 
might as well know when it wonld come. He 
had hoped for some indications from the 
other side, but as vet there was an absence of 
any indications of a willingnéss to fix a time. 
and that fact was evident to his mind that 
he could not anticipate the fixing of any time 
by the opposition. H~ warned the opposition 
that public oninion would hold them to an 
accounting. Public oninion in its highest 
sense, Mr. Voorhees said. is the most potent 
factor known beneath the stars. In eonnec- 
tion with that public sentiment we_come to 
the great and powerful press of the countrr. 
I speak of that portion of the press which 
mores {In and is moved by the atmosphere 
where truth and fustice prevails. I do not 
speak of that portion of the press which deals 
in miasmatic mendacity and poisons every- 
thing ahont it. I speak with the ntmost 
respect for the great organs of pubiie oninion: 
not in fear or in flattere but as an agent in 
human affairs. 

Now I appeal once more to the senators 
who are in charge of the opposition to this 
measure—q measure which is supnorted by 
the public opinion of the United States and 
supported by a majority of this body. Ev- 
erv latitude of debate has been given and 
will he given, consistent with 9 fair regard 
for the public interests. I appeal to them 
to know whether there is in their minds a 
time when a vote may he obtained. A votp, 
T reneat, has to come. The force bill itself, 
which has been so often spoken of, is an 
evidence that the vote must come. I think 
I rnderstand the rules as well as anybody: 
and now I pause to hear whether there is 
any response to the suggestions which I have 
msde as to the agreeing to a time when the 
vote on this bill may be taken. 

More Speeches to Be Made. 


Mr. Voorhees had not long to wait for a 
reply to his challenge. 

Instantly Mr. Duboise, republican, of Idaho, 
was on his feet. He said the senator from 
Indiana had been trying to explain to some- 
body ont of the chamber why he had not 
been attempting to do something contrary 
to the dignity of the senate. But he had 
not told the senators anything which they 
did. not already know. The senator from 
Indiana had tried t6 illustrate by the force 
bill the position that a ryote gould not be 
prevented. The senator surely did not mean 
that seriously. There never had been a 
vote taken on the force bill. Other busitiess 
had been pressing and that bill had been 
displaced. The senators spoke of the oppo- 
sition to the repeal bill being in the mineyi- 
ty. How did he know that. This was the 
third time that the senator from Infliiana 
had asked unanimous consent to fix a time 
for voting on the repeal bill. 

The reason which he had given this morn- 
ing was substantially the same as he had 
given before. Speaking for those opposed 
to the repeal bill, Mr. Duboise stated that 
many senators had already given notice of 
their intention to speak. and that it was 
well Kuown that many others wished to be 
beard. 

It was not usual, Mr. Dubois added. to pre- 
vent senators trom being heard when they 
desired to speak, nor were senators ‘used to 
being flattered. His own impression was that 
the senator in charge of the measure would 
have to proceed with it in an orderly man- 
ner; and that he would reach a result sooner 
by doing so. And it Was unfair and without 
precedent to fix a limit for closing debate 
under such conditions as now existed. The 
senator from Indiana had certainly some 
definite object in view in his repeated re- 
quests. It was safe to guess that he intend- 
ed to ask for ge, * or probably continuous 
sessions. He (Mr. Dubois) would be enfirely 
frank in saying that whatever course the 
senator from Indiana might pursue would be 
entirely satisfactory to senators of the oppo- 
sition, They were ready to join issue, whether 
it were for long sessions, continuous sessions 
or closure. 

Mr. Voorhees again took the floor and gave 
notice that from and after tomorrow. and 
beginning with tomorrow, he should ask that 
the. sessions of the senate be extended—le 
would not say permanently, but that the 
senate should sit longer, so that all might 
have a chance to debate the bill, and so that 
there m@&ht be no senators in opposition to 
say that they had n« a chance to be heard. 
He hoped and trusted that the friends of 
rapid action on the pending measure would 
vn _ programme of which he had given 

Mr. Hoar thought that a rule could be 
drawn that would preserve the freedom of 
speech, and at the same time preserve the 
right.of the senate to pass laws, He said 
this not with a view o interfering, in the 
least, with the policy of the senator from 
Indiana. 


Mr. Piatt’s Scheme. 


Mr. Platt, republican, of Connecticut. as 
if responding to Mr. Hoar’s suggestion, took 
out of his desk an amendment, which he said 
he proposed to offer to the rule: and he 
gave the necessary one day’s notice of it. 
It was that, whenever a bill or resolution 
is ‘nog! before the senate as unfinished 
business, the presiding officer shall, on the 
written request of a majority of senators. 
fix a day and hour—and notify the senate 
thereof—when general debate © shall censoe. 
The time is not to be more than, five dars 
after the submission of the request. A snub- 
sequent day is also to be fixed by the pre- 
siding officer when the vote shall’ he taken 
without further debate; and that time is to 
be no more than two days after the time 
when the general debate is to cease. | 

Mr. Teller took a }@id in the discussion 
He seconded and sustained Mr. Dubois. and 
stated that he knew of fifteen senators who 
still desired to address the senate, and of 
whom thirteen had not yet opened their 
months op the subject: and he added. that 
until all the senators who desired to ‘speak 
had an opportunity of so doing, no vote could 
‘ or would be taken.

South Carolina’s Latest Bulletin Brings

COTTON IS IN VoRY BAD CONDITION 


Every Part of the State Reports Tha 
t It 
Is Rotting in the Bolls—Rice Ig Only 
a Fourth of a Crop. 


late 


Columbia, S. C., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The weather crop bulletin for the 
week ending today says: 

Piedmont Region-—-The heat of last week 
has opened cotton in some sections too rap- 
idly and prematurely aud accompanied by 
the rains, has proven very destructive. But 
little picking has been done. The rotting in 
the boll still continues, although somewhat 
checked by the past few days of sunshine. 
There are still complaints of rust and that 
the plant is going too much to weed. Corn 
has been blown down and damaged by the 
continued rain and lies rotting on the 
ground; that on. the bottoms is completely 
ruined by frequent freshets. Fodder is 
nearly ail lost. Potatoes and peas are good, 
although some sections report them as 
rotting in the fields, Sorghum has been 
damaged about one-third of the crop. Crops 
will not be much if any better than last 


7 


ear. 
Middle Belt—Cotton continues to open 
rapidly but shows much rust. There will 
and picking is progressing sloly. The lint 
ing well. Cotton is still rotting on the stalk 
and picking is progressing slowly. he lint 
sticks in the burr and is hard to pick. 
The crep will be considerably reduced from 
last year and of a lower grade. In some 
sections cotton picking has been entirely 
stopped by rains. It is rotting badly on 
bottom, lands, and opening prematurely of 
higher ground. That along the great Pee 
Dee is utterly ruined. 

Some few localities report the crop do- 
ing well and picking general. Corn is being 
gathered in some counties along the Savan- 
nah river, but it is generally rotting in 
the field, and cannot be gathered owing 
to the miry condition of the ground. Gar- 
dens are getting too much rain. Turnips are 
a poor stand and much dying out is re- 
ported. 

Newberry reported sorghum making in 
full blast. Peavine hay is being harvested; 
a full crop of grass has grown in the fields 
which many farmers are turning into hay. 
Fodder will not be gathered, though the 
tops will be cut. 

‘oast Region—Rains have prevented rice 
harvesting. June rice has recovered some 
from the effects of the gale, but the large 
freshets now coming down the _ rivers 
threaten to destroy what rice is left. 
Some estimates give the loss to the rice 
crop at three-fourths. The weather has 
been too wet for cotton, which is rotting. 
What little is left is not fruiting well. Pick- 
ing has been thrown back and much cot- 
will be lost. 
Peavine hay is good, Garden truck is im- 
proving. Plowing for winter vegetables has 
been resumed during the past few days.

South Carolina Will Have an Industrial and 
Norma! College.

The Shameful Story of a Son's 
Brotal Deed, 


HIS MOTHER FLIES FOR HER LIFE 


Beaten and Bruised, She Appeals for Pro- 
tection—The Brute Jailed, and 
the Mother Bails Him Out, 


Morganton, Ga., September 19.—(Spe- 

cial.)\—The Morgantown News indignantly 
denounces a shameful affair which was 
brought to light here Saturday. It was on 
that day that our unusually quiet little vil- 
lage was startled by a statement of facts 
before the mayor's court, exhibiting a state 
of human depravity that we sincerely hope 
may never again shock the sensibility of 
any community. 

‘There is living in the town of Morgan- 
town a family by the name of J’ittmanh, 
presided over until recently as its head, 
tather and husband, one Willis Pittman. 

Mr. Pittman was a good citizen, and for 
many years previous to’his death, which 
occurred about a month ago, a member of 
the Methodist church. He lost one leg 
by reason of the late war and was a United 


States pensioner. 


He left six children, five by his first wife, 
who died some years ago, the three young- 
est rangitg in age from about ten to seven- 
teen years. ‘he three others men, two of 
thei with families, one of whom, though 
the oldest, is by his second wife, whom 
he married some six or eight months since. 
The old man and the two married boys 
lived within the distance of 10U yards of 
each other. 

Columbus Pittman, the child of his last 
wife, the prosecutrix, and against whom 
she had sworn out a warrant for assault 
and battery, was the prisoner before the 
court. 

And now let her testimony and _ state- 
ments tell the balance of the pitiful tale. 

“After the death of my husband, about 
a month ago, all the children took up their 
residence at my house. Being very poor 
and unable to support them, L tried to get 
them to go to their respective homes, but 
this they would not do. About a week be- 
fore the last fuss Columbus Pittman, my 
own and only child, threw me down and 
kicked me on the hip so violently as to leave 
a black atd blue place, which is still to be 
seen, and so disabled me that I. could 
scarcely get about. On tre morning of the 
last altercation at the breakfast table, most 
of the family being present, he was curs- 
ing violently, using the most profane lang- 
uage. I chided him, not very harshly, for 
this unseeminglky conduct, when he tipped 
the table over, spilling the breakfast upon 
the floor and breaking some of the crockery. 

“I felt and still feel afraid of my life, 
and attempted to leave the house, when 
getting a shert distance he caught me 
violently by the arms and carried me back 
to the house, where, after striking me 
violently several times, leaving these black 
marks on my neck and others under my 
clothing, he shoved me down in the rudest 
manner. About this time I either fainted 
or came near doing so. Some of the fe- 
males of the family were rubbing me with 
camphor, when he came up with a pan of 
ice water and threw it on me, saying: 

‘*‘D—n her, let her die and go to hell, 
where she'll go anyhow.’ 

“And so I have come to see if the law 
will protect me. I am afraid to go home. 
I am afraid of mv life.” 

Of course the poor old lady (she is proba- 
bly over fifty years old) had the deepest 
sympathy of the whole community, and our 
good mayor did everything in his power, 
under the law, to give her its protection 
by binding her son over to the superior 
court and imposing a fine for disorderly con- 
duct. Upon his failing to give the required 
bond he was*placed in jail. 

But oh, where is the end to a mother's 
love? 

The next morning she came forward and 
bailed this eruel son out of jail, the end 
of which no one ean faroesen,

The correspondent describes Speaker 
Crisp as a bigoted man, full of bitter 
prejudices, but the description is so in- 
accurate that it is hardly worth discuss- 
ing. The speaker’s bigotry consists in 
having opinions of his own, in believing 
that the democratic platform ought to 
be carried out, and his prejudices go to 
the extent of refusing to join the eastern 
contingent in fastening upon the country 
a financial system that will enrich the 
banks and the money lenders at the ex- 
pense of the prosperity of the rest of 
the people. We could wish that all big- 
otry and prejudice were of this color and 
consistency. 


Simply an Outrage. 

The action of the board of health and 
marine hospital surgeons at Brunswick 
in refusing to allow thé newspaper cor- 
respondents to give the names of the 
yellow fever patients is simply a high- 
handed outrage. 

Thousands of refugees from Brunswick, 
in Atlanta and elsewhere, are half crazed 
when they read the telegraphic announce- 
ment of new fever cases every morning. 
They have husbands, brothers, sons and 
other loved ones in’ Brunswick and they 
feel the most intense anxiety to know 
their fate. But the authorities deliber- 
ately leave them in suspense and every 
time they hear of a new case they fear 
that one of their kinsmen is the victim. 

The Constitution’s correspondent, Mr. 
Deming, is threatened with arr if he 
telegraphs the names of the sick or their 
residences. Yesterday he wired us as fol- 
lows: 

Brunswick, Ga., September 19.—Editor Con- 
stitution: I have the names of al! the sick. 
but am in honor bound not to publish them. I 
am threatened with severe punishment if I 
publish names. An ordinance has been raked 
up giving the mayor power to imprison me 
if I divuige names. Surgeon Murray demands 
that I do not publish names. Under ordinary 
circumstances I would risk imprisonment, but 
do not want to go to jail with yellow fever 
about. DEMING. 

It is impossible to think of any sound 


reason for this strange and unheard of 
policy. If the names of the fever pa- 
tients were given, their families and 
friends outside of Brunswick would 
know of the situation. As it is they are 
filled with apprehension, and their fears 
are shared by all the refugees. We can 
imagine nothing that is more likely to 
cause 4 nervous panic than such frightful 
suspense. The threat imprison our 
correspondent for telegraphing the facts 
of the situation is an unjustifiable menace 
to his rights as a citizen, and it more- 
over interferes with the freedom of the 
press. The worst thing about it, how- 
ever, is the mental torture which it in- 
fliets upon the Brunswick'refugees who 
are waiting and watching for the latest 
tidings of the epidemic. 

We put the authorities of Brunswick 
upon notice that their policy will not 
stand. It is senseless and inhuman, and 
public opinion will cause it to be aban- 
doned. The outside world is entitled to 
the news, and if there is any crime in- 
volved in the matter it is in suppressing 
the facts, and not in publishing them. 
The outrage is indefensible from any 
point of view.

No Surrender After Victory. 
Commenting upon a recent statement 
of The Cnstitution that it Was “disheart- 
ening to see one county after another 
elect third party officers on the heel of 
the most glorious democratic victory ever 


aehieved in this country,” The Montgom- 


y Advertiser, a fair representative of 
the patronage press, says: 

It is very plain that these losses are the re- 
sult of The Constitution’s continued war on 
the democratic administration. But instead 
of its calling to Washington for a remedy, it 
should look nearer home. 

Lhis is a specimen of the arguments 
being advanced -by the democratic pat- 
ronage hewspapers whose honest convic- 
tions and whose party platform have 
withered beneath the burning blaze of 
federal patronage. 

There is not one man in a hundred in 
Georgia, or any of the states surrounding 
it, who is not fully aware of the fact 
that the democratic party in this section 
is being weakened by the conduct of the 
New England element which is trying to 
shape the policy of the democratic ad- 
ministration. It is the purpose of the 
patronage press to explain away demo- 
cratic losses by claiming them to be due 
to the honesty of those democratic news- 
papers which insist upon the faithful 
recognition of the promises on which the 
démocratic party won. 

The Constitution occupies now identi- 
cally the same position it did a year ago 
when we were appealing to the demo- 
crats of the south to remain firm and 
give the democratic party a chance, 
which it had not had since the war. They 
accepted the democratic platform® and 
Georgia gave the democracy a majority 
of more than seventy thousand. In Ala- 
bama the stupid, blundering, arrogant 
and asinine conduct of The Advertiser 
came near wrecking the party in that 
state and where the result is still in- 
volved in doubt. The Advertiser seems 
to have shaped its whole course during 
the past few years to the division of the 
party in Alabama. It has been brutal 
and blundering in its attacks upon the 
democrats who would have remained 
true to the party if they had been al- 
lowed to do so, and at the same time re- 
tain their self-respect in the face of the 
malignant vituperation of The Adver- 
tiser. 

The Constitution points to its record 
during the last campaign in Georgia with 
infinite pride, and while we do not claim 
that the splendid democratic victory was 
the result of our efforts, the people of 
this state know that the incessant work 
of the Daily and Weekly Constitution did 
much to contribute to that glorious vic- 
tory.

If in that election the Alabama patron- 
age press had occupied the same position 
it does now on matters financial and 
otherwise it would not have found even 
So small a pittance of satisfaction on 
which to felicitate itself. It is now pur- 
suing a reckless policy of repudiation of 
the promises of its party’s own platform, 
and if it keeps it up it will find that the 
maiter of a few postoffices and consu- 
lates will be but peor compensation for 
the hornet’s nest thus stirred up. 

It is to check the wild work that is 
being done by the patronage press, to 
hold warering democrats in line and to 
keep the party straight to the path of 
duty that The Constitution proposes to 
keep up the fight for honest polities. If 
every patronage newspaper in the south 
deserts the democratic platform it will 
only have the effect of making us work 
that much the more earnestly for the 
redemption of every pledge made. We 
will not accept the invitation of the pat- 
ronage howlers to stop meddling with 
Washington affairs. If such papers as 
The Constitution, and others which are

The enthusiasm of last year’s victory 
has not yet worn off for The Constitu- 
tion; on the other hand it gives us greater 
encouragement to make a more persist- 
ent warfare than ever against the repub- 
lican policy, which we have been fighting 
for twenty-five years. 

We are at the old stand and propose 
to stay there. Let such newspapers as

The casual correspondent of The New 
York Herald, to whose letter we have 
adverted in another article, declares that 
the introduction of the bill repealing the 
federal election laws at this juncture “is 
Hades,” and he heartily regrets that the 
revisell edition of the scriptures has 
taken drom the vocabulary of orthodoxy 
the emphatic and expressive word for 
which “hades” is a substitute. 

Profanity.in the fall of the year is not 

reassuring, and it is a pity that so simple 
and so just a measure as that which the 
democrats of the house, under the lead- 
ership of Speaker Crisp, have brought 
forward, should tempt the wise men of 
the east, whether of the lobby or of the 
inner chambers, to indulge in language 
that is hot in the mouth. 
The Herald correspondent says that 
both the president and Mr. Carlisle have 
surrendered to Mr. Crisp in the matter 
of repealing the federal election laws, 
but the probability that they have 
merely surrendered to their democratic 
convicitions that the party ought to get 
rid of these partisan laws at the first op- 
portunity. 

It is amusing to be told that ‘the repub- 
licans feel that they have been trifled 
With and are in no mood for pleasantry.”’ 
We are of the opinion, however, that in 
this instance the followers of John Sher- 
man and Tom Reed ought to be more 
accommodating. They ought to display 
in some sqaajl measure the spirit of ree- 
iprocity. In the senate a large demo- 
cratic minority has placed itself under 
the lead of John Sherman. And in both 
houses ‘there has been a manifest desire 
on the part of some democrats to repu- 
diate the democratic platform to the end 
that the financial policy of the repub- 
licans might be carried out. 

Under these circumstances it would 
seem to be a small return for the repub- 
licans to lay aside their partisanship to 
enable the democrats to repeal the fed- 
eral election laws. Will they reciprocate? 
We shall see!

It is worthy of note that the sume 
eastern element and the same eastern 
newspapers that are now howling and 
shrieking for immediate action by ‘the 
senate were bitterly opposed to The 
Constitution’s eall for an extra session in 
March.

They were and are hampered ‘in their 
contracts by this doubt and uncertainty, 
and they desired to have the matter 
speedily setiled. 

iferests which have been rendered 
naturally arrogant and intolerant by long 
control of legislation concluded that an 
early extra session would not be benefi- 
cial, and so their public men and its or- 
gans placed themselves in opposition and 
succecded in posiponing an extra ses 
sion. But if all these eastern organs now 
say is true, the extra session was post- 
poned at a terrible cost to the country.

“We want 
no extra session until we have had an 
opportunity of showing the people what 
the power of money can accomplish.

So the banks postponed the extra ses- 
sion by arraying the newspapers and the 
public men of the east against it, and 
then they began their great work of ed- 
ucation. They had- been preparing for 
the performance since 1892. They had 
already begun to cut down their loans. 
When they thought the time was ripe 
they cut off their loan and discount bus- 
iness altogether and began to hoard all 
the currency that came into their vaults, 
because, aS* we are now told, they were 
afraid it was unsound. They issued a 
currency of their own called. clearing 
house certificates. In short, the eastern 
bank syndicate brought about a financial 
stringency which has cost the country 
thousands of millions of dollars in the 
shape of depreciated property, in the fall 
of prices, in the closing of factories, in 
the depression of business and in the 
idleness of labor. War could not have 
produced a greater financial calamity, 
and yet this condition of affairs has been 
brought about by a deliberate purpose 
on the part of the eastern banks to com- 
pel congress and the country to endorse 
their views—to establish the single gold 
standard and to force an issue of gold 
bonds. 

The point. we desired to make was that 
if an extra session of congress had been 
called in March,’as The Constitution 
and the business interests of the country 
desired, the Sherman law would have 
been out of the way by this time, and 
the house would have made considerable 
progress in tari@® legislation. But the 
very element that opposed an extra ses- 
sion is now kicking up the biggest row 
about the repeal of the Sherman law in- 
stanter. 


Have the republicans no gratitude? Will 
they accept democratic aid in establishing 
the single gold standard, and then turn 
and rend the first democratic project that 
makes its appearance in congress—the bill 
to repeal the federal election laws? If 
they do, they are a very naughty set of 
rapscallions. 


When the bill to repeal the federal elec- 
tion laws gets into the senate, the repub- 
lican flilibusterers can take turn and turn 
about with the democratic filibusterers. 


It is said that Mr. Tracey, of New York, 
has consented to be counted in the house 
in favor of the bill to repeal the federal 
election laws.

Then he 
called to the driver of a beer wagon for a 
knife. He wrapped the invtrument in a hand- 
kerchief, placed his feet on the wire and lin- 
ing it against the pole hacked it until it was 
parted. During the operation Mr. Sterger's 
shoes were ripped from off his feet by the 
electric fluid and his umbrella was torn into 
ribbons. The handkerchief was burned full 
of holes and Mr. Sterger’s arm was paralyzed 
for a week. It was an heroic work on the- 
part of the pastor. The boy, after being re- 
leased, regained consciousness. His neck was 
badly burned and smoke issued from the. flesh, 
Rev. Mr. Sterger carried him home and vis- 
ited bim every day until bis death.

Editor Constitution—I observe of late a most 
unaccountable manifestation yom certain 
quarters to belittle the honorable services and 
the splendid party record of gallant young

One of the best arguments I have heard 
for the free coinage of silver was the other 
day’ from Mr. Mobley, of Hogansville. He 
said that when people got gold ‘they had a 
kind of craze to hide it away. You may 
have noticed that every time you read of 
buried treasure, or money hidden away by 
misers, it is always gold. Now, said Mr. 
Mobley, as quick as a man gets silver, you 
may depend upon it that he is going to 
set it in motion, and that within a week 
it will have passed through a hundred 
hands. That is exactly what money is is- 
sued for. Atlanta banks are holding up 
their money just now to help move the cot- 
ton crop.

sociated Press, than the bankers of that 
city themselves.” 

Cashier Jacob Haas, of the Capital City 
bank, could not see what the inspiration of 
such a telegram could be. 

“As for the withdrawal of a million dol- 
lars in certificates, that was only getting 
rid of a liability upon which the banks had 
to pay interest. New York has been float- 
ing neariy forty million of these certificates, 
and the withdrawal of a million or two can 
mean but very little. Instead of large 
suns of money now going to New York, it 
is rather the other way, for the money is 
coming this way, largely to move the cot- 
ton crop. An explanation of an accumula- 
tion of money in New York may be found 
in the fact that the cotton crop, owing to 
rains and other causes. has been delayed 
in movement, and the calis have not been 
made which would otherwise have been. 
But now that the business has opened fair- 
ly, you may look for heavy shipments of 
wmoney this way, which will deplete the 
New York banks to that extent. As for 
that New York dispatch,” he continued, “if 
the New York banks want the Sherman 
law repealed, such a state of affairs as the 
dispatch pictures would have the opposite 
effect. If money was lying around the 
streets in such profusion, we would be in 
need of no legislation. Again, the New 
York banks, for the last three months have 
been engaged in the work of closely collect- 

. ing all that was due them. In other words 
they have their money” on hand. In the 
south, however, we have had to discount 

paper. Now our 
banks will have to enter upon a period of 
close collection. The banks of Atlanta are 
all-in good condition. but still we have to 
scrutinize business closey, and speculation 
is to be avoided. By the way,” said Mr. 


_ Haas, “I want to correct a statement that | 


the banks are engaged in the business of 
circulating the address of Mr. Horace 
White on national banks. As a personal 
matter, I secured a few copies of the ad- 
dress, but it was no part of an arrangement, 
and there was no design, whatever, in it.” 

President J. W. English. of the Ameri- 
ean Trust and Banking Company, was very 
emphatic in saying that the dispatch was 
“damned nonsense!” 

“With money in New York at 8 and 10 
per cent, you may easily see that it is not 
lying around on the streets. The deposits 
in the New York banks for the last two 
weeks, do not show that money is so 
plentiful. Atlanta banks are confining 
themselves exclusively to first-class commer- 
cial risks. ‘Their condition is safe, put 
there is no speculation. It is probable that 
tle speculative era is over for some 
time.” 

President Paul Romare, of the Ailanta 
Nationa] bank, said when approached: 
“The dispatch is arrant nonsense. No 
New York financier could liave been respon- 
sible for it, It bears upon jts face, the 
proof-that it is A statement wildly made. 
T believe that such a dispateh could 
‘have “bgen written in New York. ‘The 
statement of their clearing house Jast week 
does not show any such Pethoric condition 
of affairs. Banks do not issue up to their 
allowed circulation because jt costs too 
much to buy the bonds on which to do it.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Fioor of tue New York Stock 
Erchanye. 

NEW YORK, September 19.—The stock mar- 
ket rated extremely dull until a late hour¢étis 
agiernoon and speculation presented Tew feat- 
ures of interest. At intervals the boardroom 
was almost deserted and so littl was done 
that it was difficult to establish quotations.

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Southern Roads Suffering Great Loss 
from the Fever Fright. - 


QUARANTINE FLAGS WAVE EVERYWHERE 


And as a Consequence Passenger Traffic 
Is Off-What Is Heard Around the 
Offices of the Railroad Folks. 


The railroads are themselves yellow fever 
sufferers. 

The latest outbreak of fever in Brunswick 
and along the southern coast has brought & 
marked decline in traffic. for the passenger 
trains, due to the quarantine flags that are 
Waving from almost every little hilltop in 
the south Atlantic states from Virginia away 
out to the slopes of Texas. 

The railroads have been compelled to aban- 
don many schemes for increasing their pas- 
Senger facilities temporarily on this account 
aud they have given up all notion of arrang- 
ing for better appointments untll the cloud 
that rests over the southern railroad world 
is blown away and the chains that lock the 
doors cf every southern town and city have 
been broken. 

The Richmond and Danville had arranged: 
for a grand excursion over the Georgia Pa- 
cide to Birmingham and had offered such rates 
as would easily raise a great crowd of pas- 
sengers al insure a successful excursion, 
but the hiv laws of Birmingham and 
otber stations in Alabama have caused the 
railroad people to abandon the idea. 

Similar undertakings have been given up 
by other roads and the passenger agents 
are very much fretted by the obstacles the 
fever fright has thrown in their way. 

Many of the railroads are forced to requtve 
their passengers to have certificates to avoid 
being taken up here aud there on suspicion by 
the health officers of certain towns. 

In Alabama these quurantine laws seem 
to be most strictly observed and before trains 
reach certain towns oflicers enter with a pen- 
cil and notebook and ask many questions of 
passengers as to where they came from and 
where they are going. ' 

The chances are that the roads will suffer 
great loss from the late spread of the fever 
along the southern coast. 

World’s Fair Traffic Isa Live. 

There is no holding up in world’s fair traf- 
fic on the southern roads. 

The south is seeing the great fair late in 
the day. It is clear that they have waited 
for the times to get easier, perhaps, for the 
cotton crop to be marketed in part, at least, 
before going. 

Delegations of visitors from every little 
town in Georgia and other states are to be 
seen in the waiting rooms here every day. 
The roads leading west continue to have 
their hands full getting the people off and 
the passenger agents are of the opinion that 
the traffic will be better from this region 
of the south for the next few weeks than 
ever before since the fair opened.

ing some merchants to have advantages over 
others. 

The shippers and merchants want the asso- 
ciation to fix something definite and allow it 
to stand, requiring all crooked and funny 
business between the competing lines to 
stop. 

‘They say they want to know what the rate 
is, and want it to be fixed and permanent, 
whatever it is. 

Georgia Railroad Schedules. 


Notiee has been given by the Georgia rail- 
road authorities that there will be a change 
of schedule on that road beginning next 
Sunday. 

As has already been sta'ted in the rail- 
road columns ot ‘The Constitution, the train 
that leaves Augusta at high noon and reach- 
es Atlanta at 5:45 in the afternoon, will be 
changed to leave Augusta at 8 in the morn- 
ing and will reach Atlanta at 2 o'clock. 

This will be the same old schedule of the 
fast 'train on the Georgia road practically, 
which used to get to Atlanta at 1 o'clock 
in the day, leaving Augusta at 7:45 in the 
morning.
